DIACRIUM BICORNUTUM 


The Virgin Orchid 


One of the best of the pure white 
spray orchids - Diacrium Bicornutum - 
is easily grown, reasonable in price 
and the flowers are very useful for 
corsages, wedding bouquets, baskets, 
table decorations, etc. The flowers 
are about 2 inches in diameter and 
are borne on erect, terminal spikes. 
Each spike bears from § to 20 flowers 
AG 3 in the spring. 


The plant is native to Trinidad, 
Tobago and the coast of northeastern 
South America. It likes plenty of 
air, light and heat, and should be 
grown in the lightest, warmest part 
of the cattleya house. It is found 
growing in full sunlight, at times, 
and sometimes is also found in spots 
where it is periodically drenched 
with sea spray.

In selecting our stud plants, we 
keep in mind the following cardinal 
points: 1. Blooming season and 
probable effect on the progeny. 2. 
Size, color, shape and texture of 
the flowers of both parents and 
their probable effect as combined in 
the progeny. 3. Vigor of both 
parents.

Orchid Growing Notes 


SEED DISINFECTION 


Many of ‘our readers have written us 
asking of our experience with seed 
disinfecting agents. 


Our experiments with various disin- 
fecting agents have so far shown us 
that both Chlorox and Peroxide are 
more caustic to orchid seed than is 
the Calcium hypochlorite solution we 
use. At any effective disinfectin 
solution these two materials kille 
most or all of the seed. 


Our old standby, Calcium hypochlor- 
ite, is still the best thing we have 
found though we are still looking md 
will continue to do so. 


We prepare our Calcium hypochlorite 
solution by stirring 10 grams of the 
chemical into 140 cc of water, to 
which has been added 5 drops of 
Hexylresorcinol (ST,.) as a wetting 
agent. We then filter the solution 
through 6 or 8 thicknesses of facial 
tissues (they're easier to get and 
cheaper than laboratory filter paper 
and do a quicker job.) The filtered 
solution is kept in a qises stoppered 
bottle until used but fresh solutions 
are made for use each day. 


After shaking the seed in the 
solution fifteen minutes, we allow 
them to settle on the top or at the 
bottom of the solution as the case 
may be and then pour or draw off the 
hypochlorite, replacing it with 
sterile distilled water or sterile 
nutrient solution. We use either the 
water or the nutrient solution with 
about the same results though we 
believe the nutrient solution is a 
bit hetter than water, We use the 
same solution as in the jelly but 
omit the agar. We then plant the 
seed with a sterile medicine dropper.

VIRGIN ORCHID - Continued 


I have seen it growing in great 
masses on the enormous limbs of Saman 
trees in Venezuela. There it was 
protected by only a sparse high 
shade. Thousands of plants in bloom 
at the same time, their spikes nod- 
ding and waving in the tropical 
breeze, make a wonderful sight. The 
first tree I saw so decorated was, I 
thought, covered with thousands of 
its own blooms - I could see it 
standing out on the hillside neatly 
a half mile away - a gnarled ol 
giant with wooly white limbs against 
the green of the hillside. 


As I came nearer I saw it to be, 
really, a tree covered with thousands 
of lovely Virgin orchids. I photo- 
graphed it but, unfortunately, the 

icture does not do its subject 
justice. 


The Virgin orchid should be in 
every collection where cattleyas are 
grown. It is not well known 
primarily because it has been very 
difficult to obtain. We have nice 
plants of it now and at least for the 
present it is available.

ORCHID SEED - Continued 

For several years we have been 
charting the effect our various stud 
ponte have on their offspring and 

ope eventually to have a pretty 
clear record of the various results 
We can expect. 

In géneral, however, we try to 
cross advanced hybrids with fine 
varieties of species to set the 
blooming season with the species and 
to obtain the good points of the 
hybrids. For instance, there are 
very few good round, wide petalled 
Mossiaes but Mossiae blooms at a 
bpd & important season so we cross it 
with wide petalled, heavy textured 
hybrids like LC Altesse which also 
blooms in the late winter and spring. 


If you want to be sure of the 
quality of the parentage used in 
producing your orchid seed buy it 
from us - we are the only concern 
in the country making a large scale 
pease of producing orchid seed for 
sale.

Bowringianag, LC)G. 5. Balloac. 
Maxima, C. Superba, C. Deckeri, C. 
Skinneri, and C. Guatemalensis with 
Laelias anceps and purpurata when 
cressed with large cattleyas and 
hybrids, produce very beautiful and 
saleable biovera?
